Historic Jest 


IHE Berners-strect jest is historic. 
Hook issued ‘invitations to pro- 
minent people’ and orders to trades- 
man in.the name of a woman against 
whom he hod a grudge. During the 
whole of the following day Berners- 
street was a tangied mass of vehicles, 
ranging from tho equipages of a 
duke _anc re 
donkey-cart ‘of the local sweep. 

Nor must a place be denied to the 
“Captain of Koepenick,” the cobbler 
who impersonuted o military officer 
and for days made heels click and 
guards turn out in pre-war Prussia. 

But such os these rank below the 
gveat romancers Uke Baron Munch- 
ausen and Louis de Rougemont, 
whose thunderings bore the stamp of 
genius, 

Observe the technique of Munch- 
auscn—or, rather, of his creator, one 
Rudolf Eric Raspe, a clever scamp 
who published his marvellous adyen- 
tures in 1785, Hiei ati 
‘ Here jis no pettifogging Obbing 
such as one would dismiss ‘with a 
shrug of the shoulders. Every single 
statement Is so Incredible that if it 
stood alone no one would believe it. 
Every He jis In the company of others 
just as barefaced, so that it assumes 
its proper proportion and Is swaliow- 
ed-in the glamorous whole. 

Look at this passage from Munch- 
ausen: . 

“The only circumstance which 
happened on our voyage worth 
relating was the wonderful effects 
of a storm, which had torn up by 
the roots a great number of trees 
of enormous.bulk and height, in 
an island where we lay at anchor 
to take in wood.and water; some 
of these trees weighed many 
yet they were-carried by the win 

_so amazingly high that they ap- 

peared Itke the feathere of small 

birds floating in the air, jor they 
were at least five miles abote the 
earth; however, as soon as the 
storm subsided th ali fell per- 
pendicularly .into their respective 
places, anc took root again... .” 

Note the deprecatory touch of the 
born spell-binder. This -stupendous 
Ne was “the only circumstance worth 
relating”. And before the reader 
recovers, .the’ Baron is ‘off on some 
other grand cock-and-bull story.

community in which he lived and 
made his fortune. :

S® Hormusjce Mody was born at 

Bombay, Indiz, on October 12, 
1838, . His father, Mr. Nowrobjee 
Mody, was'a schoolmaster, and like 
most of his profession in Indin, was 
poor, so that his son was forced to 
earn his own living at an carly age. 
The hard struggle through which he 
passed in his youth, ‘Iced him to 
dream of the Far East, where, as. he 
afterwards said, “the glories of the 
porgcous Eust so’ enamoured his 
boyish fancy that. he determined to 
come to China at the first oppare 
tunity.” ‘ : 


His chance soon came, ond at the 
age of twenty, he arrived in’ Hong- 
kong. His condition in life was to 
say the least at the lowest ebb; for 
he landed without a copper in his 
pocket, With nothing else but, his 
youthful exuberance, he sect himself 
to the task of carving out o carcer. 
He was fortunate’in securing a posi- 
tion as a minor’ clerk In an Indian 
mercantile firm, and in this capacity 
he remained for a number of years. 
Then he decided that he was well 
enough acquainted with local” con- 
ditions to warrant going into business 
on his own-account, and sct- himself 
up as an Auctloncer of opium. He

It Js only within the lost ten years 
that “bogey” has been defined, For 
all that,-overy golfer has known all 
his Ufe just what was meant by the 
word, It meant the score that an 
average scratch player would accom- 
plish in reasonable conditions, allow- 
ing two putts per green. What is a 
scratch player?) That is a question 
tather resembling. the time-honoured 
“Which came first—the chicken or 
the cgg?”

SOARING 


More and more moncy js-both com- 
ing into, and golng out of the Govern- 
ment Treasury os month succeeds 
month. During February, for 
Instance, revenue was up by $280,- 
000, while expenditure increused’ by 
half-a million dollars. 

‘While the Treasury's credit balance 
depreciated during the month by 
$300,000, it yet remnins at the im- 
posing figure of $14,221,825.07, ne- 
cording to the statement‘of revenue 
and expenditure up the ‘end of 
Februory .os - published in the 
“Gazette” this morning. : 

Total revenue. for the month was 
$2,957,050.61, as compared with $2,- 
068, 392.31 for February of last year, 
From January 1 to Februury 28, the 


.| Colony's. total -revenuc-was - $6,930,« 


348.83 os compared wlth $6,426,590.- 
60 a year ngo, 

Nearly all revenue heads show 
Increases for Februcry, one of the 
most important being tin advance of 
nearly $200,000 on duties, nnd an ine 
erease of $60,00 
other Internal revenue. . 

POST‘ OFFICE INCREASE 

The Post Office showed an interest- 
ing inerease of nearly $20,000, total- 
Ing $214,270.48 for the month, but 
rent of Government property, land 
and houses showed a decline of 
$3,000, the total being $52,778.30. 

So far revenue for the year amounts 
to about one-fifth of the estimates 
for the whole of the 12 months, which 


suggests that ¢he estimates will be}: 


dully realised by the end of Decem- 
ber next. 

But while revenue {s highly satis- 

factory, expenditure hus mode consi- 
derable advances, the total for the 
year up to the end of February being 
| $6,270,758.13 as compared with $5,- 
520,022.32 for the same two months 
last year, 
*. During February last expenditure 
amounted to $3,276,626.03, which was 
un increase of $573,000 over expen- 
diture for February, 1038. - 

While charitable services took 
$205,354.91 during the month com- 
pired with $20,631.13 for February 
last year, the military contribution 
for the month also shawed an incrense 
of $60,000, While pollee foree expen- 
diture advanced by nearly $25,000. 
On the other hand, expenditure on 
the education depdrtment — sub- 
stantially declined from $421,100.75 In 
1938 to $154,825.29 this February. 

A further heavy expenditure ‘item 
which did not occur last year was 
$433,790.29 for water works,
